A Disastrens Expiecosien. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 


Quespec, Feb. 12.—At 9:45 o’clock 
this morning, the boiler of the Quebec 
worsted company’s factory at Hare 
Point, exploded, completely demolish- 
ing the engine house and about half | 
of the factory. A large number oi 
hands were killed. Thirty bodies have 
been removed up to the latest accounts. 

The buildings of the Quebec Worsted 
Company, where the explosion oc- 
curred, are situated in tbe north-east- 
ern outskirts of the city. They have 
been closed down for two weeks, while 
the boilers and machinery were being 
overhauled and refitted. The opera- 
tions were resumed this morning and 
about three hundred employees were 
on hand. Abont nine o’clock there 
wasa sudden explosion Which com- 
pletely wrecked the engine house and 
dye house and damaged a large part of 
the main building. A great crowd 
gathered immediately, and the work 
of reacue commenced. The fire brigade 
was called out, but fortunately the 
debris did not catch fire. As great 
confusion prevails, it is impossible to 
get alist of the killed and injured 
until the ruins are thoroughly exam- 
ined. About twenty bodies have 
already been taken from the wreck. 

A force of doctors and surgeons are 
on hand, and the wounded are receiv- 
ing prompt attention. The cause of 

the accident is not at present known,

Since the 10th, Gibson has 
written several letters to De War and 
sent him several telegrams.

Forsythe Suastained.

Wasuineton, Feb. 12.—The Presi- 
dent and Secretary Procter have sus- 
tained Colonel Forsythe’s management 
at the Wounded Knee fight, contrary 
to the advice of General Miles. 

The Secretary of War this afternoon 
made public the result of the investi- 
gation of the battle at Wounded Knee, 
and Colonel Forsythe’s condition on 
that occasion. In indorsing the record 
of the court of inquiry, General Miles 
scored Colonel Forsythe in a merciless 
manner. He accuses Colonel Forsythe 
of a neglect of duty, disobedience of 
orders, a general incompetency and 
lack of judgment and discretion. 

General Schofield, in endorsing the 
report say2, the interests of the service 
cannot demand the continuance of 
Colonel Forsythe’s suspension and } 
states the record shows great care was 
taken by the officers and enlisted men 
of the Seventh Cavalry; and that in 
his judgment the conduct of the rezi- 
ment is well worthy the commenda- 
tion bestowed upon it by him in his 
first telegram after the engagement. 

The Secretary of War reviewed the 
evidence taken, at great length, and 
in conclusion sustained fully Colonel 
Forsythe’s management of his meo. 
The President sustained Secretary 
Proctor in his decision.

The General’s Last Fight.

New York, Feb. 12.—Flitting lights 
and shadows in the death chamber . of 
General William Tecumseh Sherman 
were eagerly watched during the night 
by a score of newspaper men. The 
great General was for the first time in 
his eventful life on the retreat. His 
last march was begun. The gallant 
old soldier is battling with the grim 
warrior. who knows not defeat, at 
times retreating and then advancing 
with the sublime courage of a leader 
wont to conquer, but gradually and in- 
evitably yielding to his enemvy’s su- 
perior progress.

Murder at the Presidio.

San Francisco, Feb. 12.—Private 
Albert Blackman of Battery B, Fifth 
Artillery, shot and killed Gottlieb 
Nenneman, second cook of the com- 
pany, at the Presidio this morning. 
Blackman surrendered himself to the 
police and was locked up. 

The men had a dispute over the | 
conduct of Private Goodson, a new 
man, in going to the cook’s quarters 
against the rules. At the City Prison 
Blackman was seen, and said: 

‘‘My object in procuring the pistol 
wastodefend myself, asl was unable 
to tell what might happen. I had no 
intantion of committing the deed. 
This morning I arose about -5:45 


when I entered I noticed Nonnemen 
was also there, but said nothing to 
him. When Nennemen started to 
leave, my back was to him, and before 
[could turn, he suddenly came up 
behind me ard with an oath, said 
we will finish that argument of last 
night right here, at the same time 
striking me a severe blow with his 
hand, onthe side of the head. I, at 
once, turned and Nernemen retreated. 
He ran toward the kitchen, fol- 
lowed by me; I pulled the pisto: 
from my _ pocket, but before | 
could take aim it went off acviden- 
tally. By this time Nenneman hud 
reached the kitchen and was looking 
out of the window, when I fired the 
second shot and saw him fall. I at 
once left aud surrendered myself.”’ 
Chief cook Sullivan stated that 
Nenneman was shot while in the

He arrived ina 
carriage at half past two.and consider- 
able movement was then noticed in 
the General’s bedroom, After a short 
while, however, the lights were turned 
down and the annonncement made 
that he was still sinking. 

Two policemen on duty outside kept 
everything as quiet as possible in the 
neighborhood. Instructions were 
given not te admit anv one except rel- 
atives and personal friends. 

The next bulletin was given out at 
quarter to five. It said death was 
on'y a question of a few hours, and | 
with this came a dispatch from P. 
Tecumseh Sherman, the General’s 
son, to President Harrison, informing 
him that death was momentarily ex- 
pected. From. then on the house re- 
mained in comparative darkness. 
During the night messages of sympa- 
thy were received from the President 
and members of the Cabinet and 
many of the General’s old friends in 
the army. 

At 7 o’clock P. T. Sherman said that 
his father’s condition had not mater- 


ially. changed since the 5:10 bulletin 
was given out. 

10:15 a. m.—The General is much 
worse and the family have all been 
summoned to the bedside. 

10:45 a.M.—It is announced by a 
caller that General Sherman is dying.

The signs of the times shows a 
feverish unrest xmong the people. 
“The hope that something will be 
done is fast giving way to despair, 
both in national and State politics. 
The silver question is dead for the 
present at least. The gold bugs of 
Wall street are in power in the 
land, and they have always been 
able to carry the measure proposed 
by them, anc to obstruct legislation 
opposed to them. 

There isa vast amount of indi- 
vidual selfishness lying at the bot- 
tom of allthis legislation against 
silver, and the people at large are 
beginning to feel that it is an un- 
just treatment of them at the 
hands of the monopolists and those 
who combine in trusts aud com- 
pacts, for the enrichment of a few 
individuals and corporations at the 
expense of the prosperity of the 
cbtire people. 

The refusal of this Congress. to 
give us some appropriate ana just 
legislation in favor of silver will go 
far to disrupt the party in power, 
and make it a difficult task for it to 
succeed in 1892, 

The times seem to be somewhat 
out of joint, and the greed of the 
rich is making encroachments upon 
the rights of the poor that bodes 
no good for the country in the 
future. 

The organization ef the farmers 
and of the laborers of the land, as 
they are now being organized, has 
been brought about by the en- 
croachment of capitalists upon the 
rights of the middle classes of the 
Government, in that much Gov- 
ernmental organization and legis- 


CHINESE ETIQUETTE. * 


Signs df Progress in the Flowery 
Kingdom. 
The Emperor Inaugurates Some 
Measures and Gives Yearly Audi- 
ences to the Ambassadors 
of Uther Countries.

A decree has been issued at Pekin an- 
nouncing that the Emperor will grant 
a yearly audience to all foreign Minis- 
ters. 

That is not much in itself, says the 
New York Sun, but, taken with a simi- 
lar piece of news from Siam a few 
months ago that the King had decreed 
that his nobles need no longer approach 
him on their stomachs, it goes to indi- 
cate that what we call Western civiliza- 
tion is beginning to work even among 
the most conservative of peoples. 

The Emperor of China is the might- 
iest of all rulers, in his own estimation. 
He is ‘*The Son of Heaven and Father 
of His People,” equal to the gods whom 
he graciously consents to worship, and 
quite above the necessity of being po- 
lite to representatives of foreign Gov- 
ernments. So, only occasionally, when 
he feels asif he’d like to look at the 
“foreign devils,” has. he ever granted 
audiences to the Ambassadors arid Min- 
isters from other countries; and his new 
departure is, therefore, particularly 
striking, and in its nature a very strong 
precedent for his successors. In fact, if 
he really does as he says he will do, his 
successors will have to follow him; for 
the customs of the Chinese are as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians—they 
alter not, unless the Emperor has a 
mind to change them. 

A feature of the so-called ‘‘audiences,” 
which up to 1873 were granted to the 
foreign Ministers, was the ceremony of 
the kowtow, insisted on by the Chinese 
court functionaries, generally resisted by 
the foreign Ministers, occasionally, and 
since 1873 always, graciously waived by 
the son of heaven and the father of his 
people. It was an abasement to the 
ground of the body of a person ap- 
proaching the Majesty of China, anda 
knocking of the head of that person 
upon the ground a certain number of 
time: to satisfy the demand of court 
etic uette; and, Itke so many other 
{* lugs in China, it was founded by Con- 
fucius, though the sage’s book, **Li-Ki,” 
doesn't say a word about it. 

The word kowtow (it is spelled also 
kotow, kotou, kotoo, kootoo, kotau, 
koti, and has been adopted into the En- 
glish language) is derived from two 
Chinese words, k’ow iow, meaning 
‘a knocking of the head.” It is the 
eighth and highest grade of obeisance, 
rendered only to the Emperor and his 
equals,,the gods, and though we speak 
of it always as the kowtow, that name 
is applied properly only to the fifth

who have read the platform of the 
Farmers’ Alliance, and while there 
are many planks in it somewhat 
Utopian in character, still, if these 
tens of thousands of earnest and 
thoughtful men believed for a mo- 
ment that such a platform could 
be carried out successfully in the 
management of the Goverument, 
the great political parties of to-day 
would perishin the next Presiden- 
tial campaign. 

Locally, things are no better. 
We did think the present, Legisla- 
ture would take hold of the ques- 
tion of State and county reform 
and release us of some our bur- 
dens, but in this we haye thus far 
been sadly disappointed. For in- 
stead of showing a disposition to 
lighten our burdens the tendency 
has all been to tighten the grasp 
still more. We do not hope for 
much relief, and the sooner the 
people rise iu their might and say 
things shall go different the better. 
The matter rests entirely with the 
people themselves, ana if they will 
but stand true existing wrongs can 
be righted in short order. But will 
they do this? 


THE morals of our public men 
are a great improvement; over the 
standard of the days of Webster 
and Clay, if the chronicles of the 
times of the latter are correct. 
During the period when Southern 
influence went the furthest towards 
swaying the destinies of the re- 
public, life at Washington was 
cruder and more dissipated than of 
recent years. Leading statesmen 
played high and drank hard, and 
seemed to lose naught in public es- 
teem by so doing. That the South 
was largely responsible for this can 
hardly be questioned. There has 
been litile gambling’ in Washing- 
ton since the war, compared to 
that characterizing ante-bellum 
days. It was easy come and easy 
2° with Southern planters, who 
recklessly staked and lavishly spent 
the wealth earned by their dusky 
bondsmen. The new South has 
learned economy as well as indus- 
try, and it is the Northern and 
‘Western millionaires who are now 
the freest with their money at 
Washington. As a rule, the men 
at present most prominent in na- 
tional affairs lead temperate lives, 
but in ability they will hardly 
make as favorable a comparison 
with their predecessors. —

ping, *‘a splendid humiliation.” Alto- 
gether, the Chinese nobles who have 
the privilege of an audience must be 
devoutely grateful that the Emperor is 
no higher than the immortal gods. : 

Now this kowtow (meaning the obei- 
sance of the highest grade) is per- 
formed by the Kings of Cochin China, 
Korea and other tributary States when 
they are confirmed by the Emperor in 
their succession to their thrones, and as 
Sir John Francis Davis in his book on 
China points out, is exactly the same as 
the homage performed by tenants in 
capite in the feudal times, and there- 
fore is an overt recognition of the Em- 
peror of China as over-lord of the per- 
son making the kowtow. For this 
reason the Ministers and Legates of for- 
eign Governments have almost invaria- 
bly refused to perform the ceremony; and 
though the Chinese officials have insist- 
ed in most instances they have had to 
yield on the point, and the ‘‘audiences,” 
at which a yellow curtain did duty for 
the Emperor, were not enlivened bv 
the spectacle of gentlemen in gold- 
laced uniforms or in dress suits kneel- 
ing ungraciously and ruffling both shirt- 
fronts and tempers in acrobatic per- 
formances fot which their garments 
were not adapted. 

The Dutch Ambassadors in 1655 per- 
formed the kowtow before the yellow 
curtain, hoping to receive valuable con- 
cessions for trade. They had been told 
that the Emperor would send them 
food from his own table; they got 
‘‘some sheep’s trotters on 9 dirty plate” 
by way of food from the Emperor's ta- 
ble, and further received permission to 
send an embassy every eight years and 
four ships withit. Again in 1692 the 
the Dutch Ambassador abased himself, 
but Holland got no greater bencfits 
from the Chinese than did other 
countries whose represéntatives had 
not ‘kowtowed. In 1793 the first 
Ambassador from Great Brit- 
ain, Lord Macartney, had an 
audience with the yellow curtain, and 
did not do either the kowtow or san 
kwei kiu kao; but when Lord Amherst 
arrived in Chinain 1816 the ceremony 
was demanded of him, and on his re- 
fusal to perform it he failed to obtain 
a sight even of the yellow curtain and 
left Pekin the very day he reached 
there. 

In 1859 the American Minister refused 
to kowtow, but he did not get an audi- 
ence. Again in 1873 our Minister, I. F. 
Low, refused to perform the kowtow, 
although the Chinese foreign Minister 
offered to burn incense in front of the 
President, but the Emperor settled the 
matter himself June 29, 1873, by receiv- 
ing in person the Japanese Ambassador 
separately and afterward receiving the 
Ministers of the United States, Great 
Britain, France and Holland, and the 
latest news indicates that the: son of 
heaven is going to be positively polite to 
Ambassador, as well as merely nega- 
tively courteous to them.
